A cyclone, properly speaking, is a 
storm covering a vast ex tent of country 
—some are one or two thousand miles in 
diameter—and having a system of winds 
which really blow spirally round and 
gradually in toward the center of the 
storm, although, owing to the gr(*at ex 
tent of the storm, the wind at any par­ 
ticular i>lace seems to be blowing straight 
ahead. 
Near and around the center, and es[)e- 
cially ahead of it, for the wliolo storm 
advances generally tow;ird tlui east or 
northeast, rain falls in greater or less 
(piantities. 
At tlie center tlie air is 
lightest, or the pressure shown by the 
barometer is least, and tliat is the i*(*a- 
son the winds are all drawn in that di­ 
rection. 
The s[)iral motion arises from 
the efTects of the rotation of the earth.
